Perhaps my Reader, at firſt view, will look 
on this Relation , as too much loaded with 
ſmall Particularities ; ſuch as he may judge 
fcarce worth my remcmbring, or his know- 
ing : But he will pardon me, 1f I preſume 
that nothing in this whole Affair ought to 
appcar litcle, or inconfiderable , to me at 
leaſt, who was ſo nearly concern'd in the E- 
vent of 1t. 

I have therefore made no Scruple to dif- 
charge my weak Mcmory of all it could rc- 
tain of this Matter : Nor' have I willingly 
omitted any Thing, though neyer ſo minute, 
which, I thought , might: ſerve to fix this 
Wonderful Mercy of GOD the more on my : 
own Mind ; or did any way conduce to thc 
faving of divers other innocent Perſons Lives, 
as well as minc. | 

I cannot indced. promiſe, Thar TI fhall ac- 
curately repeat every Word or Expreſſion, 
that fell trom all the Parties here: mentioned : 
Qr that TI ſhall put all down in the very ſame 


Order, 
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Order, . as 1t was ſpoken, having not had che 
Opportunity to take Notes of every thing as 
it paſs'd. Burt this I will ay; If I ſhall nor 
be able to relate all the Truth, yet I will omit 
nothing that 1s Matemal : I will as carctully 
as if I were upon my Oath, give 1n all the 
Truth I can remember, and nothing but the 
Truth. 

What I Write, I intend ſhall conſiſt of Two 
Parts: The Firſt, To be a Narrative of the 
plain Matter of Fact, from my firſt being ta- 
ken into Cuſtody, May the 7th, to the time 
of my laſt Diſmuiſſion, Fuze the 13th. 'The 
Second, To contain ſome Account of the Two 
Perjur'd Wretches, that were pleas'd, for what 
Reaſons they know beſt, to bring me into 
this Danger.

By that time I was got to the Gate, they were” 
cnter'd into the Hall: But ſeeing me: haſtning, 
to them, they turn'd, and' met me about the 
middle of the Court.. The Chief of them 
perceiving me to look wiſtly on them, as be- 
ing altogether Strangers to me, ſaid, My 
Lord, Perhaps you do nvt know me. My Name 
#5 Dyve ; I am Clerk of the Council, and here 
3s one of the King's Meſſengers. I am ſorry I am 
ſent on this Errand. But I am come to Arreſt. 
you wpon ſuſpicion of High Treaſon. 4 ag 

Sir, faid I, I ſuppoſe you have a Warrant 
for ſo doing ;- I pray let me ſee it. He 
fhew'd.it me. LI read it; and the firſt Name I 
lighted

lighted-on being the Earl of Nottingham's, 1 
ſaid, Sir, I beheve this 1s my Lord Notting- 
ham's own Hand,and I ſubmit. What are your 
Orders how to diſpoſe of me ? My Lord, faid 
he, 1 muſt firſt ſearch your Perſon, and demand 
the Keys you have about you? © My Keys I pre- 
ſently gave him. He ſearch'd my Pockets ; 
and found no Papers, but ſome poor Notes 
of a Sermon, and a-Letter from Mr. B. #awr- 
fax about ordinary Buſineſs. | Sa 
Now, ſays hc, My Lord, T muft require to 
ſee the Rooms to which theſe Keys belong, and. all 
the Places in the Houſe, where you have any 
Papers or Books. 1 ſtraight conducted him 
up Stairs into my Study. This, Sir, ſaid I, 
15 the only Chamber where 1 keep all che 
Books and Papers I have in the Houſe. They 
began to ſearch, ' and with 'great readineſs 
curn'd over every thing 4n the Room, and. 
Cloſets, and Prefles, ſhaking every Book by 
the Cover, openmng-overy. part 'of a Cheſt of 
Drawers, where were- many Papers, particu- 
larly ſore Bundles of Sermons ; which, 1 
told them, were my proper Tools; and thar 
all that inew me, could Vouch for me, it 
was :not my /Cuſtom'to have any Treaſon in 
B chem. 
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them. They-rcad ſeveral of the Texts, and 
kft them where tchey\found them. Bur in 
-one corner of aPreſs, which was half . open, 
they mer with a great Number of Letters 
fd up. 1 aſſured them they were only Mat- 
ters of - uſual Friendly Correſpondence, and 
moſt of them were of laſt Years date. Mr. 
Dyve looking on ſome of them, found them 
to be ſo; and ſaid, If he had time to view 
them all, he might, perhaps, ſee Reaſon to leave 
them behind: But being expreſly Commanded 
to bring all Letters, he muſt carry them with 
him. I left him to doas he pleaſed; fo they 
ſeal'd them up. 

Then they went into my Bed-Chamber, 
and the Cloſets adjoyning, doing as they had 
done in my Study, feeling about the-Bed and 
Hangings, and knocking the Wainſcot in. ſe- 
'veral places, to fee if there were. any private 
Hole, or ſecret Conveyance. 

After that they came down Stairs, and 
fearchid the Parlour and Drawing-Room on 
_ that ſide of the Houſe. with. the like exact- 
neſs. In. all- theſe Rooms I obſerved they 
very carefulty pryed into every part of the 

Chimneys ; the Mcſſenger putting his Hand 
| mt; 


into every Flower-Pot : Which F then ſome- 
what ſnuled at: But ſince I found he had:but 
too much Reaſon ſo to do. 

When they had done ſearching in all thoſe 
Rooms, and in the Hall, as they were" going 
out, and had taken with them what Papers 
they thought fit ; they carried me away in 
the Coach that ram © them. By the Way 
we met my Servant Mr. Moor coming from 
London. 1 calFd out to him, Have you any 
Letters for me? He gave me three or four, 
which I delivered to Mr. Dyve to open: Who 
found nothing in them, but Mazters of pri- 
vate Concerament, or ordinary News. And 
ſo between Ten and Eleven at Night, we ar- 
rived at Whitehall, and I was brought to my 
Lord Nottingham, whom I found alone in his 
Office. 

My Lord, ſaid I, I am come upon your 
Warrant; but certainly there muſt be ſome 
great Miſtake, or black Villany in this Buſt- 
neſs. For I declare, as m the Preſence of 
God, I am abſolutely free from any juſt Ac- 
cuſation relating to the Government. His 
Lordſhip told me, He himſelf was much ſur- 
prized when he heard my Name mentioned. 
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Lincreated/ him,” I- might be Examined that - 
Night, if any Wirncfles could be produced 
againſt mc. He ſaid, That could not poſſibly 
be, becazſe.the. Lords, pho had the Management 
of luch Affairs, were ſeparated, and gone Home : 
But that. I was to appear before them the next 
Day; and in the, mean time, all the Civility 
ſbould be fhewn. me; that could. be expefted by 
a Man in my Condition. | 


'My Lord, faid 1, I hope, i being fo very 
late, : you will ftiffer -me to- lie at my own 
Houſe at Weſftmirfler:' He reply'd, ' You fball 
do ſo; But you muſt have a Guard of Soldiers 
and a Meſſenger with yox. ' *A Guard of Sol- 
dicrs, faid I, My Lord, methinks is-not fo 
neceffary to fecure-one of my-Profeflion; I 
ſhould rather offer, that I may have two or 
more Meſfengers to keep me, tho* that may 
pat me to greater Charges. My Lord, ſaid 
be, 'Z, for Ty Own part; would be glad, if I 
might take your Parole: But I muft do what Þ 
may anfwer to others; and therefore F pray be

[ am ſure I may to all my Neighbours in 
2 the 
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the Country where 1 live, that there has no 
.Man ſubmitted. to., it more . peaceably and 
quietly than I have done ever fince the Revo- 
TJution 3 and I muſt own, TI did it both upon 
a Principal - of , Conſcience and Gratitude. 
Of Conſcience, Becauſe I cannot ſee. how 
the Church of England and the whole Pro- 
teſtant Religion can be Preſerv'd but upon 
this Conſtitution ; fince an, Invaſion from 
France cannot but be deſtructive to Both. 
And of Gratitude, Becauſe, as you all know, 
I happen'd to be, in the late Reign, engag'd 
in an Afﬀair, , which ſince I have been taught 
was Illegal. :..And though, I may fay, I 
ſtoppd betimes, and did'no great hurt, but 
hindred, as muchas I could, whilſt I Aﬀted; 
yet I Adted fo Tong, that I might have expe- 
Ged: to be ſeverely puniſh'd for what I did. 
Bue the King's and Queen's Part, in the Ge- 
neral Pardon, was ſo, Gracious and Benign, 
in making it their own AR, and not exclu- 
ding me out of it,that Their Majeſties have 
thereby laid upon me an Obligation never to 
be forgotten.

Place, where he ſaid he was Miniſter ; tho' 
the Name of Place or Miniſter I cannot yet 
recover.

Biſhop of R. My Lord, ſome of them 
are in Town; and one, my Secretary. , 
Mr. Moore, by an accidental good Fortune, 
came hither with me : He was without, 
when I was called in. I doubt not but he. 
will fatisfie your Lordſhips what was this 
Man's Errand to me : He is a young Man, 
of great Honeſty, and, I believe, would not. 
tell a Lye to fave my Life : I am fure I would | 
not haye him.

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With that they all roſe up, and faluted 
me, teſtifying their great Satisfaction, that 
I had ſo well cleared my ſelf, and confound- 
ed my Adyerſary. More cſpecially Two No- 
ble Lords of the Company, to whom, I ſaid 
I would now particularly Appeal, gave me 
an Ample Teſtimony of their belief of my 
Innocency in this' Accuſation, and of 'my

doubt not but you have the ſame Liberty : I 
pray let me fee his Books.

Then Thomas Philips my Coachman, and 
John Fewel my Gardiner, confirmed moſt of - 
what the Butler had ſaid : All of them agrec- 
ing, that both the times he was at Bromley, 
eſpecially the ſecond, he had talked publick- 
ly with themrof the Buſineſs he came about 
from his Maſter Dr. Hookes : Enlarging much 
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in Commendation of the ſaid Doctor, what 
a. Worthy, Man: he was ; What Hoſpitality 
he kept z And how he would never rc, ull 
he had brought to Puniſhment the Knave 
that had forged my Hand and Scal for Or- 
ders.

Yer, after all, I find the Name of Young 1s 
moſt likely - to pay all his Scores? for, not- 
withſtanding his many Divings under other 
Diſguiſcs, it has ſo- happened, that he has (till 
riſenupagain at laſt, in his own truc Name of 
Robert Young. 

There may be alfo as great a Controver- 
{ic raiſed, What Country-man he 1s. In ſome 
of the Original Papers in my keeping, he 
paſles for an Iriſh-man; in ſome tor a Scot- 
tiſh-man; in h.s own Letters ({ which I have 
the leaſt Reaſen of all to believe, and being 
my felt ar Cngliſh-man, Tam moſt unwiltng 
ro belicve, ) he g:ves himfelt out tor an Eng- 
Ih-man, born at Chefter. Wheretorc, ull I 
am more familiacly. acquainted with him, than 
he himſelf ſays I am, I muſt be torc'd ro 
lcaye his Country: uncertain: Though I am 
confident there will be no great Contention :

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In the fame Letters, wherein he ſays he was 
born at C heſter, he afhrms, That his Grandfa- 
ther was Sir Peter Young's Son, and his Grand- 
mother the Duke of Lenox's Daughter. Had he 
really been deſcended from Sir Peter Young, 1 
might ſtill urge, that he is the more to blame 
in rendring An Honeſt Stock, as he calls it 
there, infamous, by making it degenerate in- 
to the moſt enormous Crimes. 

But how can I credit him in this matter of 
his Extraction from Sir Peter Young,and the Illu- 
ſtrious Houſe of Lenox; when in the very ſame 
Paper there follows wnmediately that which, 
to my Knowledge, 1s a horrid Lye ; That he 
was Ordained Prieſt by the Biſhop of Clogher, .

and Leighlin : That he Preached all the Courſes: 
for th8 Dean and Prebends at 10 s. a Sermon : 
That he had all the Book-Money; that is, the 
Fees for Marriages, Burials and Chriftenings, 
there being no other Pariſh-Church but the Ca- 
thedral : That he livd in the Bijhop's Houſe 
till his Death fince Chriſtmas : That, Two 
Tears before, he Marrid the Biſhop's Houſe- 
keeper : That he had Teſtimonials from the Col- 
lege of Dublin ; And was Ordain'd by his own 
Bijhop. 

Now would not any plain honeſt Man 
take this to be a ſimple and truc Narrative of 
the Mans Birth , his Education , and Con- 
verſation? But nothing 15 more certain 
than that every Line almoſt of all this 1s 
full of groſs Falſhoods. And, as IIl-Luck 
would have it, after he and his repu- 
ted Wife had ramblcd over England tor d.- 
vers Years, and chcated Multitudces of weli- 

C 2 diſpos'd 
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diſpos'd Perſons by the help of Falfe and Ly- 
 1ng Certificates, they being at laſt appre- 
| hended and imprifon'd at Bury, as you will 
hear, confeſs'd before the Magiſtrates, That 
all cheir Teſtimomals and Recommendations, 
were Falfe, and Forg'd. 

Wherefore it is time for me to leave ſtill 
11 the dark, as I find it, that Age of Mr. 
Young's Life, which he.has made cithtcr to 
be meerly fabulous, or ſo mixt with Truth 
and Fable, that there 1s no diſtinguiſhing be- 
tween them. I now apply my ſelf to that 
part of it, which, from undoubted Teſtimo- 
ny, I can affirm to be Hiſtorical. And! I ſhall 
date the beginning of this Pcriovd about the 
Year 1680. 

In that Year, or near thereupon, his firſt 
famous Exploit, that occurs to me worthy of 
himſelf, was his Marrying a ſecond Wife, 
Mary Hutt, whilſt his firſt lawful Wife Anne 
Teabſly was living ; with whom he had Co- 
habited Five Years, and had Three Children: 
by her. 7 

Then, to qualific himſelf for Imployment 
in the Church of Ire/and, and to maintain his. 
.-Famuly, (which he had taken ſuch a way to 
increaſe) he did really infinuate himſelf into. 
| R Deacons 
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Deacons Orders by the Hands of the Biſhop 
of Killaloo.; whom he circumvented by forg- 
ing the Archbiſhop of Caſhels, the Biſhop 
of Waterford's, and other Clergy-mens Hands, 
to Falſe, but very ample Tettimonals of his 
Morals, and Learning. 

But as for his Prieſts Orders, he was bc- 
holding to no Biſhop for them : He had on- 
Iy recourſe to his own incomparable Faculry 
of counterteiting Hands and Seals ; fo that 
if that ſame Dr. Hookes, you wot of, had been 
but 4n honeſt Man, he might eaſily have 
found out the Falſe Prieſt, without cver trou- 
bling himſelf to write to me about him. 

However, being after this manner Or- 
dain'd Deacon, and having Ordain'd himſclt 
Pricſt, he got to be entertain'd as a Curate, 
farſt at Zallogh in the Dioceſe of Waterford ; 
. whence , for divers Crimes, he run away 
with another Man's Horſe, which he never 
rcſtorgd: Then at Caſtle-Reah in the County 
of Roſcommon, whence he was torc'd to fice 
tor getting a Baſtard: And laſtly, at Kildallin 


* 1a.the Dioceſe of Kilmere. 


Nor had he been long in this laſt Cure, but 
he was accuſed, for many Heinous Offences, 
before the Biſhop of that See; who ar the time 

Ot 
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of my writing this, 1s the Moſt Reverend 
Archbiſhop of Dzbliz : Whoſe juſt Deſcrip- 
tion of the Man, I ſhall give in its due place ; 
wherein his Grace has repreſented him, as the 
molt Impudent, Lying, Profligate Wretch ow 
the Face ot the Earth. 

Wherctore to cſ{cape the Juſtice of his Dio- 

ccſan, who knew him ſo throughly ; he 
fled into the Dioceſe of Raphce. But being 
purſucd thither, and trac'd out by the No- 
toricty of ſome of his New Pranks, he was 
apprchended by my old Fricnd Biſhop Hop- 
kins, and firſt impriſon'd at Lifferd ; then re- 
moved to the Goal of Cavan : Where hewas 
preſently loaded with many of his former 
Crimes ; eſpecially for having Two Wives 
then living ; Simon Hutt, ti Father of the 
ſecond, being then an Inhab:cant and Inn- 
keeper in Cavan. 

Whereupon the 250d Biſhop of MKilmore, 
now Archbiſhop Gi Zz/rz, tearing { Toung 
might come to be hang'd in his Gown, de- 
graded him fron his Orcers ; ft I may call 
them his, ſince the one of them he had fſur- 
——_ gotten, #he other was really none 
at all. ; 


Shortly aftcr he was Indicted, and ſhould 


have 
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have been Try'd for his having two Wives :. 
But he had ſo order'd the matter, by an ad- 
nurable Artfice, ( which 1 {hall by 
and by,) that the rwo Wemen could never 
be brought together art his T cial, ro own him 
tor their Husband. 

By this means he was diſcharg'd of a. 
Crime, whercot I ſhall preſently give mani- 
tc(t Proofs, beſides his own Conteſlion, under 
his own Hand: : which, I hope, the Refder 
will not think he d:d Counterteit too. 

Bur ſtill being in Cavan Gaol tor Fees and. 
Dcbts contracted there, ro tree humſelf thence 
he made Appi:cation to the Duke of Ormond, 
at that time Lord- Licutcnant of that King- 
dom; pretending, That 1t he were once our 
of Priſon, and had Leave to appear betore 
his Grace, he could make notable Diſcove- 
rics of dangerous Plots aganit the Govern- 
ment; in which ſome of the Nobility, and. 
ſeveral Biſhops, were concerned. 

Whercupon, the Popiſh-Plor having been 
juſt bcfore in full vogue there, as webl as 
here, the Puke chought i it expedicnt co grant 
hm his Liberty, in order to his coming up 
to Dublin, to make good what hc had ſo con- 


fhdently promusd. 
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"But the Knave had his end, and having 
got out of Gaol by a prctence ſo plauſible, 
he never thought of calling at Dublin, bur 
retired ſecretly to Iniskillin, and Ict the Diſ- 
covery of thar Plot ſhift for it {elf : Which, 
they that knew him beſt may think, was the 
 honeſteſt Action of his Lite; ro break only 
a Promiſe, that he might avoid being an Iriſh 
Evidence: And perhaps ſome of my Friends 
may bc apt to ſay, S7 fic omnia. 

Whilſt he was lurking at Inishillin, he in- 
e:c'd thither his ſecond Wife Mary Hutt, who 
has ever ſince run the ſame Fortune with 
him, and becn the inſeparable Companion of 
all his Frauds, and was the very Woman that 
appeared againſt me before the Lords, to 
juſtific the Aſſociation. So that from thar time 
we hear nothing more of his true Wife Arr 
Teabſley. It ſeems he then cntircly catt her 
off, after he had allurd her, by the moſt fo- | 
| Jemn Vows of living with her alone, and for 
ever renouncing the other, to be the chic 
Inſtrument of his not being convicted at Ca- 
man; and that by no leſs than a downright 
Perjuring her ſclt tor his Sake. 


But 
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But whatever became of her, 1t 1s certath, 
that it was with Mary Hutt he fled into En- 
gland, in or aboutthe Year 1683. And from 
that time to this, they have run a conſtant 
uninterrupted Race of all kinds of Wicked- 
neſs in this Kingdom ; ſcarce ever paſling a 
Month, or a Weck, of theſe Eleven Years, 
without cither beinF actually in ſome Priſon, 
or committing ſuch Crimes as deſcry'd the 
deepeit Dungeons. 

The firſt News I hear of him, after his 
Arrival in England, was upon his making Ap- 
plication to the Venerable Archbiſhop Sar- 
croft, tor ſome Employment in our Church. 
This he did in the Garb, and under the Cha- 
racter of a diſtreſs'd Iriſh-Clergy-man ; and 
to prove himſelf ſuch, he exhibited his 
Counterfeit Orders from the Biſhop of 
Clogher. And I muſt not onut, that, as a 
Teſtimony of his Modeſty, this his firſt Viſit 
at Lambeth, -and the producing his Orders 
there, was within a Month after he had bcen 
degraded 1n Ireland. 

But the wiſe and wary Archbiſhop imme- 
diately ſuſpected him and his Letters of Or- 
ders ; they being not in Form, or the uſual 
Style, nor the Scal fix'd in 1s duc place. 

D Again! 
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Againlt all which Exccptions the Falſary 
fenc'd as well as he could with a ſhameclcts 
Lyc. Yet he received no other Anſwer, but 
that his Grace had no Cure voidin his Gitt. 
But Young would-not be pur oft ſo ; ſhortly 
after he came again, dcliring and prefling the 
Archbiſhap,to recommend him to be Chaplain 
to ſome Ship, or to ſomeWCure in one of our 
Weſtern Plantations. Which his Grace again 
rcfuſed, and upon ſurer Grounds than before : 
For in the mean time he had ſcntto Dr. Foley, 
Chaplain to the Archbiſhop of Dublin; then 
in England, for a bettcr Information concern- 
ing this bold and importunate Man; which 
produc'd the Letters hereafter ſet down from 
the Lord. Archbiſhop. of Dublin, and. the. 
Lord Biſhop of Ferns and Leighlin, touching 
his Forging of Orders, his Degradation, his 
double Marriage, and other his good Qua- 
litics. | | 
Thus failing at the Archbiſhop's, he forth- 
with ſent his Woman to Windſor, where the. 
Court then reſided, with a Petition to the 
King ; therein ſhe ſets forth, That her Name 
was Mary Green, the Wife of one Robert Green, 
an-triſh Miniſter, who, going into the Weſt-In- 
dics, upon urgent Aﬀairs, was taken. Captive 
by 
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by the Pyrats of Sally. Therefore ſhe prays that 
the King would be Graciouſly pleas d to Re- 
commend her ſad Condition to the Clergy of 
England ; and that His Majeſty would Re: 
gueſt them ( fo her Secretary words it ) ro 
contribute their Charity toward her Husband's 
Ranſom. 

Tius Petition was read in Counc!l 722.18. 
1684. and rctcrr'd to the Lord Archbiſhop 
of Canterbury, and the Lord Biſhop of London. 
Burt we may be ſure the Petitioner , or her 
Husband, came no mere to Lambeth, for 
an Anſwer to the Reference. They took a 
ſhorter way, and much caſicr to themſclves; 
they forg'd a favourable Report upon the Pe- 
tition, under the Archbiſhop and Biſhop of 
London's Hands and Scals ; by Virtue of 
wich (together with the Archbiſhop's true 
Hana and Seal , which they had gotten by 
chance, and afhx'd a falſe Recommendation 
co 1t) they wander'd a long time over Eng- 
land, ſometimes together , ſomerimes aſun- 
der, hc paſſing tor her Brother, ſometimes 
under the Name of Robert Hutt, ſometimes 
of Robert Green ; and fo cheated the King's 
Subjects of yery conſiderable Sums. 
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But at length this Plot was unluckily ſpoil'd 
by their coming in their progreſs to play 
their Pranks in Suffolk, the Archbiſhop's Na- 
tive Country, eſpecially in Bury ; where cx- 
hibiting their . falſe Recommendations to 
Mr. Cleggat the Miniſter of that Town, the 
Vagabond and his Quean were ſeiz'd upon 
fuſpicion; and being ſeverally examin'd, they 
themſelves confc(s'd before divers Juſtices of 
the Peace the whole Train of their Forgerics. 
in this Particular. Whereupon they were 
Tryed, and found Guilty, and Sentenc'd to: 
ſtand in the Pillory in the Market of Bury, 
OFob. 6. 1684. he going under the Name of 
Robert Young, alias Hutt, ſhe of Mary Green, 

alias Hutt, alias Peirſon, alias Young. 
Sometime after this, having made a Pro- 
perty of the Name of Green, and of the Cap- 
tive Iſh Miniſter long enough, and ſqueez'd: 
out of it as much Money as it would. afford ;. 
and not being to be terrified from ſo gainful: 
a Trafhck by one Piltoring at Bury, they ſtill 
carried it on, only changing the Scene, and: 
altering their Style : She, thar before was 
Mary Green, 1s again ſent out, and furniſh'd 
by hcr Friend, with a new ſet of forg'd In- 
{truments, and Names. 
| In- 
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In ſome of her falſe Recommendatory 1. 
pers, ſhe paſſed for Mrs. Mary Jones, Wite of 
Mr.Robert Jones, Rector of Aſhford: In others, 
for Mrs. Mary Smith, Wite of Mr. John Smith, 
ſuppoſed Rector too, at the ſame time, of 
the ſame A/bford,in the Dyoceſe of Canterbury ; 
whereas ncither ores, nor Smith, Was cvcr 
Rector there, no more than Door Hookes 
1s Rector of Wingrave in Buckinghamſnire. 

However, each of theſe her new Husbands 
was pretended to be a Priſoner for a vaſt 
Debt upon the account of Suretiſhip : And 
the carried about with her divErs counterfeit 
Letters of the Hand ſtill of Archbiſhop Sar- 
croft, defiring (and in one of her Papers ma- 
king his Grace humbly to beſcech) the Con- 
tributions of the Biſhops and Clergy for the 
poor Mans Enlargement. 

This Cheat was indeed morc Gainful. t6 
them than the former. . The Archbiſhop's 
Hand was ſo admirably well imitated, cſpe- 
cially in the Subſcriptions of his Name, that 
ſhe generally mer with a very kind Receprtt- 
on ; and particularly applying her ſet to three : 
Biſhops, who, of all. the Bench, were the 
Archbiſhop's moſt intimate Friends, even they 


- were. deceiv'd by a Legerdemain fo well de- 
ViS'd . 
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:yisd ; and nothing doubting, bur it was his 
'Grace's true Hand, (though they knew it al- 
moſt as well as their own) they and their 
Clergy were very bountiful 'to her. 

Nor was Robert Young himſclt all this while 
Idle, but ſometithes he accompanied this 
Mrs. Fones, and Mrs. Smith,. as her Brother ; 
ſometimes he came after her as her Recciver; 
ſometimes he went a'different Road from her, 
as her Agent deputed to ſolicite good Peoples 
Charity to ſo P:ous a Work : Shewing ano- 
ther falſe Letter under the Hand of Dr. Faul- 
conberge, Sccrctary to the Archbiſhop ; wherc- 
in were ſet down divers Sums, as grven by 
ſeveral of the Clergy, to 'draw 1n others ; 
and among the reit, '] thank her, ſhe owns 
the Receipr of 4 7. from the Biſhop of Rov- 
Cheſter. nk 

[ adnure how it was -poſlible this their 
Wicked Trade was not ſooner diſcovercd ; 
which it had.certainly becn in a Nation leſs 
Charitable than ours. But here they ſuc- 
ceſstully. drove it on the better part of the 
Year 1687. Till at length the Archbiſhop 
was alarm'd from divers'Quartcrs, by Notice 
that his Hand and Seal went a Begging about 
the Kingdom: Which occaſion'd the Adver- 
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tiſements, that were given to the whole Na-- 
ion in the Gazettes of Sept. and 0fob. 1687. 
to beware of Mrs. Jones and Robert Smith; and 
to ayprehend them, that they might be dealt 
with according to Law.W hereupon Mrs. Jones. 
was VCry clofcly crac'd to Cheſter, and ſearch'd 
for there by the Lord Biſhop of Sr. Aſaph's - 
Order. But ſhe preycnted the Diligence of - 
his Meſlenger, and eſcap'd to London. 

Not long afrer this, they both came to 
Bromley. The occaſion of it was (as I have 
underitood fince ) that Mr. Goodwyn, who 
Ofhciated ſomctime for Mr. Debſen, falling 
ſuddenly ill, and going to Londen for Cure; 
and bcing at a loſs tor the Supply of a Chap- 
Jain. at- the College of Widows ; had by. 
chance this 7, oung offered.to tim, 2s A Grave 
Iriſh Clergy-Man. of good Prcferment in 
that C hurch, bur at preſent out of Bulincis, 
having fled thar Kingdom with his Family, 
upon the beginning of. the Duke of Tyrcon- 
net's Rage againit the Proteitants. 

By help of this Impoſture he and tis Wite - 
were cntertain'd at Bromley: Though by good. 
hap they made a very little tay here. Yet as 
ſhort as it was, he has left ſignal Marks be- - 
hind him of his Wickcdneſ:, : and particularly 

ot 
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of tns frequent owning that he had the 
Knack to Countertcit any Man's Hand in 
England. | 

=== during his ſmall Time in the 
College, the good Widows had reſpected 
him, and his Fellow-Traveller fo kindly, that 
he remember'd it two or three Years after, 
when he was in Newgate. I will preſently 
produce the very Letter written thence, in 
| which he 1s not aſham'd to beg of an Hoſpi- 
tal, and in a Canting Strain to intreat they 
would make a Collection among them, to- 
wards his being remov'd to the HKings- 
Bench. 

The whole Letter 1s full of Prevarications: - 
Bur there 1s one I cannot forbear mentioning 
now. For though the true Cauſe of his, and 
his reputed Wite's being clapp'd up in New- 
gate, was their Forging ſeveral Bills of Ex- 
change, and recerving the Money upon them, 
for which they both then ſtood Convicted, 
and had been Pillory'd ; yet he ſolemnly 
proteſts, and thanks Gad, - That he was not a 
Priſoner for any ill thing ; but only becauſe an 
Iriſh-Man, ( whom I pray God forgive, - theſe 
are his very words) ſwore againſt me, That by 
Virtue of Bills, I raisd Money for the Uſe of 

King 
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Fames : Whereas, ſays he, you all remember, I 
flood up for the Church of England, and flood 
in the Gap againſi the Roman Catholicks in the 
worſt of 1 imes. | 

Bur after a ſhort time of ſojourning here, 
of about 11x Weeks, Or WO Months, in the 
ycar 1687, Robert Toung ſoon perceived, that 
the poor Town of Bromley was not a proper 
Seat for him to ſect up his Reſt in : where he 
could only expect a bare Subſiſtence by 
Reading Prayers, as a Subſtitute to one who 
was himſelf a Subſtitute to the Chaplain of 
the College : whereas he knew, and had pra- 
&tis'd, afar more ready way of getting a 
plentiful Livelyhood ; whether honeſt or 
diſhoneſt he marter'd nor. 

Wherefore removing hence to Wapping , 
and thence to White-Chappel, he began to 
look out for ſome fitter place for a new 
Scene of Action; where he nught more pro- 
firably exerciſe his Beſt beloved Faculty of 
Countcrtemng Hands and Seals. 

At length he caſt his Eye on St. Albans, a 
Town, which by reaſon of its great Trade, 
and convenicat diſtance from London, and 
being ſo greata Thorough-Fair,he pitched on 
tO Practiſe in it ſome of the Cleanheſt Fears, 
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I muſt ſay, of his knaviſh Dextericy in 
that kind. 

Berween S. Albans and London he began to 
ply in the beginning of the year 1688, and 
it was not long before he crept into a great 
Fanuliarity in the Poſt-Houſe there. By what 
Arts of Courtſhip he became fo intimatc on 
a ſudden in the Fanuly, I leave it to the cn- 
ſuing Papers to inform my Reader. 

However, by this means, he procured the 
abſolure Command of all the Mails of that 
Road; and ſo had the opportunity of open- 
ing and perufing, and taking out, and put- 
ting in, what Letters he pleaſed, between the 
chick Traders of thoſe parts, and their Cor- 
reſpondents in London. 

Having-thus furniſh'd himſelf with proper 
Tools, and. choſen as fit a Shop to work in, 
as any in England; he preſently fell to his 
uſual way of Commerce : whereof I ſhall on- 
ly mention three or four Inſtances: they be- 
ing the very ſame for which he and his ſup- 
poſed Wite were afterwards Condernn'd of 
Forgery at the 01d Baity. 

His firſt Cheat was thus. In July 1688, he 
went to Northampton, and under the Name 
of Robert Smith, paid to Mr. John Clarke, 

an 
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an Inhabitant there, the Sum of Twenty 
Pounds, and took his Bill of Exchange for 
it, to one Mr. Jonathan Kendall of London : 
Mr. Clarke alfo ſending a Letter of Advice, 
that he had drawn ſuch a Bill upon him for 
the Uſe of Mr. Robert Smith. 

Robert Young, whom we muſt now call 
Robert Smith, torg'd another Bill verbatim 
by the true one, for the ſame Sum of 
ewenty Pounds, payable to himſelf under 
the ſame. falſe Name: and ſtraight coming up 
to London , dcliver'd the Forg'd Bill to 
Mr. Kendall: which bcing fo very cxactly 
done, Mr. Kendai! made no delay of paying 
it, and had Robert Smith's Reecipt, Dated 
Tuly 16. * 

As ſoon as this was over, honeſt Robert 
mmcdiatcly took Horſe, and haſted down 
to Northampton ; where arriving on July 17. 
he forthwith went to Mr. Clarke, and told 
him, That he had offer d his Bill at London, 
but Mr. Kendall refuſed to pay it, and there- 
fore deſired his Money again, producing the 
true Bill: which Mr. Clarke receiving, and 
ſecing no imaginable Cauſe of Ditſtruſt, 
paid the Twenty Pounds without any De- 


murr. 
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Thus far Mr. Clarke and Mr. Kendall only 
fuſtain'd the Loſs of Twenty Pounds,and per- 
haps ſomewhat ſmuiF'd at the clever Contri- 
vance. But that which next follows, was 
more extraordinary, and ftruck dceper into. 
their Purſes. 

And: how can my Reader now think. 
it probable, that. both Mr. Clarke and 
Kendall ſhould be again Cheated by the fame 
Hand, of a much greater Sum, within leſs. 
than three Months after > Yer. fo it really 
happen'd; and.in ſuch a manner that it was 
almoſt impoſſible for the Wit of Man to 
Prevent 1t; 

His ſecand- S?. Albans Cheat therefore was 
this. Being now become perfect in the exact 
Character of Mr.Clarke's Writing, he Forg'd 
a Bill, Dated 0Aober 5. 1688, as drawn by Mr.. 
Clarke on: Mr. Kendall, for One hundred and 
fatty Pounds, payable at ſight to his own Mary 
Young, under the Name of Mrs. Mary Clarke. 

And becauſe there was a. Neceſſity that a 
Letter of Advice ſhould go before the Bill, 
he Countecrfeited one alſo in this manner. In 
the Northampton Bag , which he opened at 
St. Albans, he found a long Letter written to 
Mr. Kendall by Mr. Clarke, touching divers 
particuiar 
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particular Afﬀairs then tranſacting between- 
chem. This Letter he intercepted ; Tran- 
{crib'd it throughout; and: about the mid- 
dle of his falſe Copy, inſcrted theſe Words, 
That he had drawn on Mr. Kendall, a Bill of 
One hundred and fifly Pounds, to be paid” 
upon fight to Mrs. Mary Clarke ; and fo went 
on with the other Bulineſs,. as in the true 
Letter. This Forg'd Letter he put into the 
Northampton Mail ; ſo it went fate to Mr. [fen- 
dall at London. | 

The next morning after, Mrs. Mary 
Clarke came to him with her Bill. Where- 
upon Mr. Kendall, not in the leaſt 
ſuſpecting that the Bill or Letter of Advice 
were Forg'd, becauſe he was confident, they 
were both- of Mr. Clarke's own Hand-wri- 
ang, and the Letter giving him an account 
of ſeveral other Butinetfles, which he thought 
could not poſlibly be known to any, bur to 
Mr. Clarke and himſelf, he preſently paid to 
Mary Clarke tzxe One hundred and fifty 
Pounds, and ſo loſt che whole Sum be- 
yond Rcovery. 
His third Cheat on the fame Road was in 
this Manner. About the latter end of Fe. 
bruary, in the ſame year, 1688, he ſent his 
{econd . 
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ſecond Falſe-Self now again under the Name 
of Mary Young, to Mr. Jonathan Mathew of 
Daventry in Northamptonſhire. She paid him 
Nine Pounds ; tor which he gave her a Bull 
of Exchange upon Mir. Richard Shipton of 
London,payable to the ſaid Mary Young,which 
ſhe recciv'd March the 14th. 

By thus true Original of Mr. Mathew's own 
Hand, on the 18th of March following, he 
torg'd another Bill in the Name of the ſaid 
Mr. Mathew, tor 200 /. charged alſo on the 
ſaid Mr. Shipton. And having ſtill the Li- 
berty to ſearch the Daventry Mail at St. Albans, 
and finding there a Letter from Mr. Mathew 
to Mr. Shipton, he made the ſame uſe of it 
as he had done that of Mr. Clarke's to 
Mr. Kendall ; Tranſcribed it entirely, and in 
the ſame ſurreptitious manner as before, put 
in an Advice of his having drawn a Bill of 
200 /. and for whom. Which Letter was im- 
mediately ſent by the Poſt tro Mr. Shipton. 

The Falſe Bill and Letter of Advice, I am 
aſſured, was ſo accurately Counterteited, 
that Mr. Mathew himſelf could not diſcover 
the difference, nor diſown 1t upon vicw ; but 
only in that he was certain he had neyer 
drawn any Bill of that Importance.

Mr. Shipton therefore was eaſily deceiy'd 
by the Sinlitude of Hands ; and R. Young 
having ſent Mary to London, ro receive the 
Moncy , he paid it without che lcaſt {cruple ;

other things which Mr. Shipton knew to be

Mr. Mathew, as ſoon as Mr. Shipton ſent 
him word, that he had paid in his Name a 
Sum fo conſiderable, diſparch'd immediately 
a Scrvant up to London, to let him know, 
He had never drawn any ſuch Bill upon him, 
and had given him this timcly Norice, that, 
if poſſible, he might retrieve the Money. 

Thenceforth they both us'd all imaginable 
Endeavours to diſcover the Authors of the 
Fraud. Which Mary Young perceiving, by 
their frequent Letters to each other, Ro-. 
bert having ſtill the Advantage of opening at 
St. Albans; ſhe wrote Mr. Mathew a moſt infult- 
ting Letter ; tclling him, That ſhe had made 
bold to borrow of Mr. Shipron 200 |. upon his 
Credit, but would repay it when ſhe was able. 
And to amuzc han the more in his Scarch,

You Lordſhip's tome came very ſeafonably, that is, one day 
before Mr. Towng: and he came very confidently, expect- 
ing much kindneſs for Names-fake ; for he thought it fit to af- 
ſume mine ; and, at his firſt accoſt, thruſt into my hands Let- 
ters Dimiſlory, lewdly forg'd, as from the Biſhop of Kilaloo ; 
with the Seal to them vilely cut, andthe Date of «io 4ie Ofobre. 
This alone would have given me ſuſpicion of an Impoſture ; 
but being forewarn'd by your Lordſhip, I was certain I had 
the Man, though he lurk*d under another Name. 'I he Contents 
of the Letters were the ampleſt form of Commendations, 
which I keep by me, but ſhall remit when your Lord{hip re- 
quires it. I put many croſs Interrogatories to him, till at laſt 
one Lye ſo contradicted another, that the Man was perte&ly 
confounded, and began to ſpeak Truth. There were two 
other Juſtices then with me : We took his Examination, a Copy 
of which haveſent here incloſed. When I prefs'd him upon the 
Point of Polygamy, he utterly deny'd it, as indeed it con- 
cern'd him ; as alfo that he ever was at Londonderry, much more 
that ever he was School-maſter there; and this ſome who were 
preſent believe to be Truth. Beſides ſome afficm, That, to their 
knowledge SarabMallon,who was afterward married to oneNung, 
was, upon his deceaſe, married to one Mr. Laughtin, a Miniſter 
in the Dioceſe of Lendenderry,with whom ſhe now lives.

21; Lord, 
J Remember well what I wrote to you in a former Letter, 
concerning the Narrative you deſfir'd, of what paſt hereto- 
fore between me and Robert Young. But when I ſate down to 
make 
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make it, T found two things lying ditedtly in my way. Firft, I 
was —_— informed, that you had wholly laid by your de- 
ſgn ; and Secondly; Many years having palt ſince thoſe things 
happen'd, and Thaving lately only curſorily read over the 
Papers I fent you 3 my memory did not ſerve me (withour 
them ) to judge where they were def2Rive, or how any inco- 
herence in them might be ſowplied. : 

Butaow that 1 am affur'd, That you are ( in good earneſt ) 
going on with what you intended; and underſtand what are 
the particulars that remain ftill obſcure to you in thoſe Papers; 
I will not only endeavour to clear thoſe, but the relt of the 
Story as far as 1 can remember it. 

He was twice with me at Lambbi:h; the fuſt time (within a 
Month after he was degraded at Dwblin ) to deſire fome em- 
ployment in the Church ; in order to which, he produc'd Let- 
ters of Orders, which I very much ſuſpe&ted. For beſides that 
they were not (as I remember) in Form, and in the uſual 
Style ; there was fix*d rothem, with a Label, a great Epiſcopal 
Seal , fuch as we put to our Leaſes; which , upon m 
jeting it, he affirm'd to be the Cuſtome of the Biſhops 1n Ire- 
land, And when I told him I had no Employment void in 
my Gift, he was very earneſt with me to recommend him to 
the Biſhop of London; with a deſign, I ſuppoſe, that he might 
2s a Copy to write by in his intended Forgeries : but I re- 
uſed. 

Some time after he came again ( ſince when I never faw 
him ) to defire me to recommend him to be a-Chap/ain to a 
Ship, or in ſome of the Plaxtations; which I again refus'd (for 
in truth I never liked him from the beginning ) telling him, 
That it was a part of the Biſhp of London's Province. 

In the mean time, having acquaintance with Dr. Foley (the 
Archbiſhop of D«bli,'s Chaplain ) who was then in England; 
1 ſent to him for ſome better information <oncerning this 1m- 
portunate bold Man; which produc'd thoſe Letters which are 
in your Hands. .

By This time, or before, he had gotten (1 know not how) 
one of thoſe Inſtruments by which we grant Places jn our 
Hoſpitals of Creyd4on and Canterbury ; They are written in an 
expanded. Sheet of Paper, with a Margin broad enough to 
receive the Seal which we uſe on. thoſe occalions ; and which 
was uſually placed about the middle 'of the. Inſtrument : This 
Margin he tere off, with my Subſcription under it, finding 
room enough above it to croud in a Licence to beg in three 
Dioceſes, which 1 wonder any Man ſhould take to be mine;, 
both becauſe I had upon all occaſions refuſed to give. ( even 
worthy perſons.) Licence to Beg; and becauſe I could nor 
(mean as Tam }) be reaſonably thought fo ſilly, as tro beſpeak 
three Dioceſes in ſo wretched a Stile, and in ſuch a wretched

However, this groſs Sham, (improbable asit was) prevailed 
with many of my Friends, and he drained a great deal of 
Money from them, till fome one (I have torgot who) ſeiz'd 
that miſerah'e, pititul, flip of corn Paper,. (the moſt contemp- 
tible, that ever had the Impudence to ſet up for a Metropolitical. 
Reſcript, ſince the Order came firlt into the World) and fent 
it to me, which: was the firſt notice 1 ever had of his 
Practiſes.. | 
 Aﬀeer this, for ſeveral years I heard net one. Word-of. Robert 
Young, nor knew what was become of him ; till at length, 
emer Mrs. Fones, (in. truth, as it prov'd Twng's Wite, -or worle) 
pretending to be the Wife of a Clergyman in my.Dioceſe, then 
a Priſoner for a vaſt-Debt, -carrying in her hand a Letter of 
mine, (wholly forg'd) to deſire the Contributions of the B.. 
ſhps and Clergy for his Enlargement. I knew I had no ſich 
Clerk ir Kent, and though ſhe chang'd the Namg to Sm1h (I 
think) of Aſford in Kent, FE {till about ſhe went with Forg'd

Wicked:efs : So that knowing crtain'y the many Cheats he has 
Acted here, andin our Neighbourhood, vikour Comprgrian 
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or Remorſe, it is no wondzr to me, that by degrees he is riſen 
at laſt to attempr the ! ifs of others, by the Trade of Forgery, 
andSwearing Men into Treafonable Acts and Aﬀfociations. 
About the latter end of the year 1688, wewere alarm'd 
with the N2ws of a Notorious Cheat that had been practis'd 
upon Mr. Shipton in Frid.y-ſtreet, by a Villain who had Forg'd 
the Hand of Mr. Juſtice Mathew, of this Town, and Co. 
i:d his Letters ſo exactly, - that he himſelf could not diſcover 
the difference by the (trokes of the Pen, or diſown the Wri- 
ting upon view, but only by being Conſcious to himſelfthat he 
had never Written, or Set his Hand to any Paper of that 
moment and importance; ſo that Mr. Shipzon, who was his 
Correipondent in London, was eaſily impos'd upon by the ſimi- 
litnde of Hands, - and paid 200 /, upon a pretended Bill 
drawn upon him from Mr. 14.thew. When the following Poſt 
gave notice of the Payment of the Money, and alfo of the 
Order that was followed therein, all endeavours were ſpeedi- 
ly us'd to Apprehend and Diſcover the Impoſtor, and many 
Journies were undertaken into feveral Countries, in purſuit of 
him ; but all Inquiry and Search for the detection of the 
Theft, and of the Author, were fruiclefs and unſucceſsful, till 
it happen'd, after fome conſiderable diitance of time, that the 
News of this Cheat ſpreading far and wide, one Mr. O/ls 
of Coventry, ſent Word to Mr. Mathew, that he had been 
tormerly Cheated of 14 7. that he had diſcover*'d the Rogue 
that had Forg'd his Hand, and that he had given him fatis- 
tiction for his Money, He did not know butthis might be 
the Van that had put the like Trick upon him in a greater 
Sum, and referi*d it to his Conſideration, whether it would 
be worth his white to go ſo far as Lichfield for Enquiry and: 
Sattfaction, It will not be improper in this place, my Lord, 
to trace things from the beginning, and Examine how 
Mr. O/1s came by this Intelligenc:, that he!p'd him to the 
recovery of his Money ; the Cheat that was put upon him: 
was of an Ancient itanding, and he had been along time un- 
der th2 tzncz ofthe lots of his Money, without any expeRtation: 
ever to retrieve it. Now this T»mg, who had practis'd theſe 
Rogueries upon him, and divers others, and by theſe Frauds 
had lin'd his Pockets with a competent Sum, both of Gold 
and 
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and Silver, repairs to Lichfield in a decent: Habit 5 preten#* 
himſelf an I:|þ Proteſtant and Refugee, one that wits Uor1- 
cuted- for Righteouſnefs, and had loft all for th 1h of - 
Goſpel. The Dean and Prebendarics believe [nin nd- 2. 
ceive him with a great deal of Civility, Charity, and 
nity, permitting him to Preach'in their fevera! Courles: Gt 
fo their Benevolence to him might be greater, and ſeem. like a:; 
Act of Juſtice, and the Diſcharging of a Debe. 

In this Pomp, with all manner of Accommodation, he re- 
ſides along time among them- at Lichfield, and follows the: 
Sports that were fuirable to the Seaſon, whilſt his Wife, by tis 
Inſtructions, is carrying on her uſual Cheats at L»»don, Now 
having repreſented himſelf a Batchelor, he made his Court to a 

'oung Woman, and had advanced far in her Eſteem; bur the. 

etection of his Rogueries broke off the Intreague. For his 
Wife ſending him word that ſhe was coming down to him, 
he went forth one Morning with his Servant (who carried his 
Gun after him) a Shooting, and there propoſed to him the 
Killing of her, offering him a great Reward for his Pains. 
But the Motion being rejected with Abhorrence, he threatned: 
to be revenged of him, and cut his T hraat. 

The Man believing his Maſter was very ſerious in his threat- 
nings, and that he would accompliſh his Malice, when privacy 
and Night favourd him, run away from his. Service ; and 
knowing the Cheat, that had been acted upon Mr. 0/4s, repair'd 
as faſt as he was able, to Coventry, to give him notice of it; 
and he accordingly went down to Lichfield, Charg'd Mr. Young 
with the Forgery, who rather than he would hazard the loſing 
of his Credit and his Station with the Prebends, gave him fa- 
tisfaction immediately.

And 
the Story, ſo much conducing to ſhew the cx- 
ercme Madneſs and Implacable Rage of the 
Villain, when he was brought to his laſt 
Shifts, I think I have great Obligation upon. 
me to make 1t publick. 

Now the Evidence, in this Matter, con- 
fiſting partly in the Diſcourſe Young himſelf 
had with Holland, to draw him ir to be a Per- 
jur'd Witneſs in this Profligate Cauſe;and part- 
ly in the Inſtructions Young ſent him in Wri- 
ting to Swear by : I will fet down, as neax as 
I can, a very Brict, but Faithtul Abſtract of 
the Subſtance of both : It being to Both that 
Holland publickly took his Oach.

It ſeems then, that during the long tmc 
of Young's being in Newgate, he became ac- 
quainted with one Holland, a Priſoner like- 
wiſe there ; Young lor Forgery, Holland tor 
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Tome time after Blackhead had Confeſs'd 
before the Lords gf the Council, Young ſent 
tor this Holland to the Mcſlengers Houlſlc, 
where he lay confined : And knoying him 
to be very Poor, and thence judging, by 
himſclf, that he was the more likely to em- 
brace any Wicked Deſign, broke the Buſi- 
neſs to him in this manner : 

Mr. Holland, ſays he, It is moſt certain there 
is a Helliſh Plot againſt the Government: The 
Story, you my have heard, of the Aflociation, 
z5 true to a Tittle : I ſhould have clearly made 
it out, had not the Cowardly Rogue Blackhead 
forſaken me, being Bnib'd by the Biſhop of Ro- 
\ cheſter, and Frighted by ſome Great Men at 
Court, who are alſo themſelves as deeply engaged 
| #n the Deſign. Now if you will come in to Aſ- 
fiſt me in the Proof of it, we ſhall be made for 
ever ; I ſhall have a Thouſand Pounds, (fo the 
Lying Knave boaſted,) and you ſhall have y 
of it. And I think, Mr. Holland, 500 l. 
will do no hurt to a Man in your Circumſtances. 

By my Faith, you ſay true, Mr. Young, rc- 
ply'd Holland, ſuch a Sum would come wery 
ſeaſonably to me at this time. «But what Work 
am I to do for it? 
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It ſhall be only your part, anſwer'd Young, 
to Swear that you ſaw the Earl of Salisbury, the 
Earl of Marleborough, and the Biſhop of Ro- 
cheſter, $S ign the Aſſociation. 

But, ſaid Holland, How can I make a proe- 
bable Story of it * Seeing I never ſaw the Aſ- 
ſociation, I know none of the three Lords 104 
ſpeak of ; nor can I imagine where to fix the 
Place, or Time of Signing it, or any of the oth-: 
Neceſſary Circumſtances. 

As for all that, faid Young, I will ſend you 
Inflruftions, by my Wife, of the Particulars you 
are to Swear to. For, Mr. Holland, I would 
not have you come hither your ſelf often to me. 
T have here divers Spyes upon me : And beſides, 
This Damn'd Blackhead, who has Deſerted me, 
lies - juſt over Head in this ſame Meſſenger's 
Houſe. 

But as for thg Aſſociation it ſelf, I will now 
deſcribe you the exaf Shape of it. Then call- 
ing for a Sheet of Paper , he folded w mnto- 
the ſame faſhion : Ynly, ſays he, you muſt re- 
member, That the Aſſociation is Written in great 
thick Paper. 

Next, he repeated to him the Heads, and 
Principal Matter of it : Then ſhew'd him 
in what Order the Namcs were Subſcrib'd.

the rcſt ; pointing to the place of every par- 
ticular Name very expertly. 

I alſo well remember, That, mithe Inſtru- 
Etions, there was a Liſt of ſeyeral other 
Names, that were not in the Original Forg'd 
Aſlociation ; which, no doubt, were pur in, 
cowards the framing of more new Falſe Aſlo- 
ciations; as before I intimated, moſt certainly 
was his Intention, it this had gain'd Credit. 

But for thePerſons, added Young, you muſt 
get aView of them as ſoon as you can. And (as 
far as I can recollect, all thas follows was in 

. his Paper of written Inſtructions) The Earl of 
Salisbury, when in T own, is at his Houſe in the 
Strand; when in the Country at Hatfield in Hart- 
fordſhire beyond Barnet. The Earl of Marlc- 
borough is ſo well known about Whutchal and 
St. James's,. that you will eaſily find where he 
dwells. The Biſhop of Rocheſter is to be ſeen 
either at his Houſe at Bromley in Kent , or at 
Weſtminſter, where he is Dean. And 
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And as for the Place, and Time, and Com- 
pany; You muſt Swear that you ſaw theſe three 
Lords, on ſuch a *day, (mentioning a parti- 
'cular day, which I have forgot) come to the 
Lobſter Ale-houſe in Southwark : That they 
came in white Camblet Cloaks, with Crevats 
about their Necks : That the Sign was, their 
Inquiring for the Number THREE : That ther 
they were condufted up Stairs into a Bath- 
Room: And there, in the Preſence of You, and 
Me, and Captain Lawe, (I think alſo he 
nam'd one or two more ) they Sign'd the Aj- 
ſoctation : Then, delivering it to Captain Law, 
they ſaid, Captain, We pray, make haſte about 
to get this Paper ſpeedily Subſcrib'd by the reſt, 
who, you know, are concern'd ; And that then 
theſe three Lords threw down their Tmelve- 
Pence apiece, and ſo went their ways. 

I know my Reader, upon fight of all this 
ſtrange Stuff, cannot forbear ſmiling : Which 
perhaps. it 15 not .decent for me to make him 
do, ſo near the end of this Tragedy. 

But 1t is none of my fault: I only, as near 
as I amablc, rclate the ſimple Truth. Molt 
certainly it was ſworn that Holland Commu- 
nicated all this to the Secretary of State : And 
bemg Examin'd by ſome Lords of the __ 

X Cil, 


( 154.) 
cil, affiray'd it all upon Oath : And I am 
fure that upon Oath alfo he repeated it all, 
before the Juſtices of the Seſſions, and the 
Grand Jury of Middleſex, on the Day that 
che Bill of Forgery and Subornation of Per- 
jury was found againſt Blackhead and Young. 

And beſides, that, which to me confirms 
che Truth of Holland's Teſtimony beyond 
Contradiction, 1s, That eyery Word of the 
Inſtructions was undemiably Written by 
Young's own Hand ; which, by this time, I 
hope my Reader will take me to be a Com- 
petent Judge of. 

For fince I begun my Knowledge of him, 
on the Thirteenth of 7ure laſt, I have ſeen ſo 
very many Papers of his own Hand-writing, 
(I mean his True Hand, not his Falſe) thar 
now I may preſume to fay, I think my ſelf 
as well kid in Knowing His Hand, as he 1s: 
in Counterfeiting Mine. 

I cannot therefore ſee how he can poſſibly 
be excuſed from ridiculous Folly, as well as. 
ſhameleſs Subornation. in this laſt ſo very 
fubtil. an Intrigue. | 

I muſt therefore, upon this Occafion, crayc 
his Leave to apply one certain General Ob- 


&rvyation to Robert Young 1n particular, That

he proved, ſometime or other, as great a Fool. 


I have now, in good carneſt, done with 
Robert Young.But when] refle&t on what Ihave 
been doing all this while, I am almoſt out of 
Countenance at 1t. It vexes me, That whilſt 
my happy Deliverance might have ſuggeſted 
to me ſo many better and more uſcful 
Thoughts, both in regard to the Publick, 
and my own Private Part in it, I ſhould be 
ſo long diverted another way, to follow this 
Impious Wretch, through one Kingdom to 
another, from Gaol to Gaol, from Pillory 
to Pillory. 

Nor could I have ſubmutted to ſo mean a 
Task, had not ſome Good and Great Men 
thought it neceſſary, not ſo much for my 
own Vindication, much leſs tor my own Re- 
venge, the thoughts of Thich are far below 
me as a Chriſtian, and a Biſhop ; as for the 
Security of other Innocent Perſons : and 
that this might be ſome Warning to my 
Country, in time to come, againſt the like 
Wicked Forgerics, Subornations, and Falfc 
Plots. 
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che Laws of England arc ſo Watchful, arid 
Jealous (perhaps more than the Laws of any 
other Kingdom) in Defending the Libertics 
and Propertics of the Subject, from. all Inju- 
ſ{tice, Fraud, and Oppreſiion ; yet they may 
feem nor to have becn <qually Carctul, nor 


fo much as the Laws of moſt of our Neigh- + 


bouring - Nations, in providing ſeverely 
enough againſt that worſt ſort of Perury, 
which reaches to the taking away of Mens 
Lives: 

For my part, I can Aſſign no other Rea- 
Reaſon of this Detect, but the ſame for 
which the Romans had for fome Ages no 
Laws againft Parricides ; that 1s, That the 
Ancient Simphary and Generofity of the Eng- 
liſh Nation dd never imagine, any Englifh 
Men could poflibly be Guilty of ſuch Dia- 
bolical Wickednels, as to turn Accuſers for 
the Sake of Acculing, and in Cold Blood, by 
Perjury, ro Deſtroy Innocent Men, to whom 
they were utter Strangers, and who had ne- 
ycr in the leaſt provok'd them. 

I am - inclined to believe, That this was 
the Caufe why our Country has becn hither- 


tw Deficient in Laws of this kind, ar leait 


tince the Conqueſt. Bur 
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But if we conſider the different Degrees. 
of the Offences themſelves, How can it poſ- 
ſibly be thought a Crime of the ſame Mag- 
nitude, tro Swear a Man Falſcly out of a 
part, (a ſmall part perhaps) of his Goods 
and Eſtate, as to Swear him Falſely out of 
his Life, his Honour, his very Name, as well 
as his wholc Eftare, as in the Caſe of High 
Treaſon ? Yet, by all our Laws now in Be- 
ing (1f I am not ' milinform'd:) the Penal- 
tics of theſe greateſt of Perjurics, are not 
much heavier than thoſe which are inflicted. 
tor the leaſt. 

And what Temptation muſt this be to 
Forſw"carers, in Matters of State cfpecially, 
when thx Reward 1s like to be conſiderable, 
if they carry their Point fo far as to have 
cheir Falſe Plors believ'd ro be Real ;. and on 
the other Hand, the Penaltics cannot by Law 
be very gricycus, ſhould. they be detected 
of. Swearing to Plots moſt Impudently Falſe? 
Eſpecially conſidering, that ſuch Infamous 
Perfons, knowing they are fate from extra- 
ordinary Puniſhment, particularly from Pu- 
niſhmene by Death; have. uſually no great 
Dread of the Shame,or Pain of che Ordivar Y 


Ones, ſuch as Pilloring and the hike; as having 
perhaps

perhaps been : often inured to them be- - 
fore. 
To prove what I ſay, I need alledge no 
other Example but this of Robert 7, 0ung. My 

Reader finds he has ſtood in the Pillory 

more than: once for ſeveral Petty Forgeries : 

Petty I call them only in compariſon to this. 

And what a mighty Buſineſs were it now, if 

for Contriving the Final Ruin of ſo many 

Guiltleſs-Perfons, and their Poſterity, by the 

Baſeft Means , Robert Young fhould be ad- 

judg'd once more to ſtand in the Pillory ? 

Or what would it have avail'd Me, ormy 
Famuly, in this World at leaft, ſhould I have 
Dicd, as Guilty of Treaſon, by this Vil- 
lain's Falfe Teftimeny, if afterwards, upon 
the Detection” of his -Perjury ( as 1 am per- 
ſuaded God would not have fuffered ſo Hor- 

, rid a Villany to proſper, or remain long un- 
diſcover'd,) I ſay, what great Comfort or 

Compenſation had it' been to.my Family, 

and my Friends, 1f, after my unjuſt Execu- 

tion, they had heard that the wicked Author 
of it had ſtood once more in the Pillory, and 
perhaps loſt the Tip of his Ear? 
Vherefore may it not well become the 
Prudence of our Lawgivers, upon mn 
© 
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of ſo Notorious an Inſtance, together with: 
ſome others within our Memories, to Re- 
view, once for all, the Laws-now in force a- 
gainſt Forgery and Perjury * And then. to 
_ adjuſt the diſtinct Puniſhments a little more 
proportionably te - the different Guilt, and. 
the ſeveral Degrees of theſe Crimes; for the. 
future, I mean : God forbid I ſhould pro- 
poſe, that any ſuch Law ſhould have a Re- 
troſpect, even upon Blackhead or Toung. 

But I preſume to arge this the rather at this 
time, becaufe of the common Saying, That WM 
Manners make Good Laws: that is, ( as I under- 
ſtand the Proverb,) They render the making 
of them to be neceffary. And if this be'trae,, 
perhaps there was . never; yet any ofle Age 
fince the Engliſh were a Nation, when the 
Il Manners of Falſe Witneſſes, their frequent 
Subornations, Perjurics, and Forgeries, have 
more deſery'd to be Reſtrain'd by fome: 
Good New Laws, than this very Age where- 
in we hve. 

I could hearnly wiſh fo great a:'Benefir 
might accrue 'to the Publick by the happy 
Diſcovery of this inhuman Delign 5 16 as to 
dexerr ill Men from attempringany more ſuch. 
Then I ſhould think my-own Troubles _ 

than - 
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than cnough Recompenc'd : I ſhould even 
rejoicc in the extreme Peri], to which I my 
{clf was thereby Expo'sd. . 

But however that ſhall happen, I am ſure; 
there is another Uſe of this Signal Providence, 
which by God's Grace. it 1511 my ownPower 
to mace ; andif I do not, I ought to be c- 
ſteem'd as the moſt Ungrateful of Men to 
the Heavenly Goodneſs : that 1s, if I do not 
render it the Chicf Buſineſs of my whole 
Life, to return ſome ſuitable Thanks to Hea- 
ven for 1t. "I 

I hope Imay fay without Vanity, That per- 

tis hard tomect ma ſome whole Ages, with 

many Examples whercin the Divine Favour 
has ſnatch'd any ' private. Perſon out of ſuch 
mnunent Danger, with a more yiſtble Hand, 
than it has. done me our of this. 

;Why..may. I not be allowed; in all Hu- 
myhty to ſay. thus much ? ſince it 1s ſo mani- 
feſt, That the Deſtruction or Preſervation of 
Me and Mine did depend upon the Clerk of 
the-Council's turning to the:Right-Hand, 'or 
to -the Left, when he enter'd to ſearch my 
Houſe at Bromley. i + os | 

By God's Mercy and Dire&tion, he turd 

tothe Left. There cexamin'd all Places ſo cu- 
"a RE - riouſly 
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riouſly, as to paſs by no Corner unovſer v'd 
yet he found nothing on that {ide worthy the 
Obſervation of one that came. on ſuch an 
Errand. 

Whereas had he chanc'd to turn, Chanc'd 
do I fay? I cannot believe that any thing 
fell owt by Chance in this whole Butineſs : 
but had God permitted him to turn on the 
Right Hand, the firſt Room he had cntcr'd, 
was that very Parlour, wherein was depoſited 
the Fatal Inſtrument of my Death. Nor 
could he have miſs'd it, but muſt have im- 
mediately lighted upon 1t, conſidering the 
punctual Inſtructions he had receiv'd to 
ſearch all the Chimneys, and the Flower- 
Pots in them.

Morcover, let my Rcader bur recollect 
the particular Timc when all this happen'd, 
and Inced mention no other Proof, or Cir- 
cumſtance, of- the marycllous Greatneſs of 
my Danger, and Eſcape. 

It was in: the beginning of May laſt, a 
Time, when perhaps there was as great a 
Conſternation, both in Town and Country, 
as-was ever known in England: The Engliſh 
Fleet was ſcarce yet our of the River; the 
Dutch: tor the moſt part at Home ; the French 
in the Mouthrof the Channel, and only kept 
back by contrary Winds; a terrible Inva- 
ſion hourly expected from France; the 
Army beyond Seca, that ſhould have dcfend- 
ed us; a real Plot and Confederacy by many 
whiſper d about ; by the Common People 
believ'd ; many Perſons of great Quality im- 
priſon'd upon that Suſpicion; ail Mens 
Minds ptepar'd to hear of ſome ſudden Ri- 
{iing. 9g: Diſcovery. 
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In ſuch a Critical Time of Pablick Terror: 
and Diſtraction, How very little Evidence 
would have ſufic'd to Ruine any Man, that 
had becn Accus'd with the leaſt probability 
of Truth ? And how then had it been pol- 
ſible for me to have ſtood the Torrent of 
Common Fame and Paſſion againſt fo great 
a Notoriety of Fact, had that Paper of a Pre- 
tended Aflociation been really found in my 
Houſe ? | 

What Tumult and Rage had been on all 
ſides of me upon ſuch a Diſcovery! How fitly 
had ſuch a Story ſerved to inflame the gene- 
rality of Men againſt me! How long a time 
mult it have been, bctore the ſtill Voice of 
Innocency could bc heard ! | 

Would 1 not have bcen ſaid, Can he deny 
it to be his own Hand ? Are not the Hands of 
the reſt well known * Was it not found in his 
Houſe * In fo ſecret a place there ? Who could. 
have laid it there but himſelf * Thus certain- 
ly had bccn the Univerſal Clamour. 

But above all, What a Miſchievous Ad-- 
vantage had this given to the Enemies of the 
Church of England, to inſult and rmumph | 
OVCr 1t, On my Account ? And that in Truth 
had more ſcnitbly and deeply wounded _ | 
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than any thing elſe which could have betallen 
my Selt. | 

© But God prevenecd all this, by covering 
(1f I may fo fay ) the Hand-Writing againit 
me in my Chimney, as long as the finding 
of it there might haye been to my Deſtru- 
tion ; and thenby ſuftcring my Accuſcrs 
to fetch it thegge, .and produce it in ſuch a 
time, and 1n wa way, as could only tend 
to their own Confulton. 

To GOD theretore my only Dclivercr be 
the Praiſe. And as I doubt not bur all Good 
and Innocent Men, for the common ſake of 
Innocency vindicated, will receive this Ac- 
count of my Deliverance with Kindneſs and 
Good Will; fo I do moſt folemnly oblige 
my Self, and all Mine, to keep the gratctul 
Remembrance of 1t Perpetual and Sacred.
